Under the ordinance，city de: 
partments Would be requlred to set 
aslde 10 percent of their contracts to 
Iminority frms and at least 2 percent 
to businesses Owned by women， 
While minority and women's busi- 
nesses make Up over half of all San 
FrancliscoO buslinesses，they tradi- 
tionally have received only a small 
percentage of the citys contracts.

Rumors of Vietnamese youth gangs，and of con- 
ficts between Chinese and Vietnamese, add to the 
anxiety and the hostility. They are also unfounded, say 

_the police and community groups whbich monitor and 
respond to such activities. These rumors add color and 
excitement to _ otherwise mofre ordinary “crime beat 


stories of robberiles. 


There are Some organizations which have let lt be 
known that ifthe police and city hall do not respond to 
the problem of growing crime, they will urgethe estab- 
lishment of their own “policinpg”groups， 

Self-help groups, such as vigllante forces, can mean 
more trouble and more violence. Those who wish to 
help stem the Problem should look more into construc- 
tive alternatives that reinforce what the police already 
do. Reporting crimes as SoOon as poSsSlible, crime Safety 
Presentations，and senior escort programs are SUch 


alternatives.

Attorney General Backs 
Anti-Racial-Violence Bill 


SACRAMENTO - California 
state attorney general John Van de 
Kamp is backing legislation which 
would antitomatically increase the 
punishment for crimes committed

Assemblyman Tom Bane (D- 
Van Nuys) on Feb. 7 introduced 
assembly bill 2719， whch states : 

“Any person Who commits a 


_felony or attempts to commit a fe- 


lony because of the victim's race， 
color, religion，nationality or coUn- 
try of origin, shall, upon conviction 
of such felony or attempted felony， 
in addition and consecutive to the 
punishment for the felony or at- 
tempted felony of which he or she 
has been conVicted, be punished by 
an additional term of imprisonment 
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in the state prison for twWo years:” 
INCREASE 

Bane told 于 csWWest that the at- 
torney general urged him to intro- 
duce the bill because of an increase 
in crimes due to the race or ethnlc 
background of the victims.

SACRAMENTO -The increase 
in families with both parents work- 
ing and in single-parent households 
has created a heavy and often Un- 
Imet need for childcare services. 
Many families cannot afford these 
SerVvices and as a result their chil- 
dren are left to fend for themselves， 
spending Imany hours alone facing 
fear，boredom and loneliness，say 
Inany exXperts in the field . 

These children are called “latch- 
key children,” for the house Keys 
that they must catrry to get into 
their homes. Recentiy a number of 
bills have been introduced by the 
State leglslature to assist the esti- 
inated 800,000 latch-key chilidre 
in California. 

EXTENPDED DAY CARE 

SB 1718, introduced by Senator 
Gary Hart (D-Santa Barbara)， 
Wolld estabjlish an extended day- 
Care Drogram Within thHe state De- 
-partment of Education. 

he bill，if passed，would re- 
duire the Superintendent of Publc 
Instruction to adopt rules and regu- 
jations,，and establish standards for 
Such programs. The bill would also 
reqtiire the superintendent to enter 
into contractual agreements with 
public and private agencies for ex- 
tended day-care services. 

SB 1717, introduced by Senator

Verches says that the estimate of 
800;000-latch-key children in Cal- 
fornia could be a very coriserVvative 
fgure. 'A study by the LA United 
Way showed that 24% of the work- 
ers have children ages 7-8 who 
Imlght be considered latch-key, and 
7;000 between the ages of 10 and 
13. In _ central LA,， there are 500,- 
000 children under 14 and 175;000 
under the age of two，” he noted.

SAN FRANCISCO - As an in- 
creasing number of women Pursue 
careers of their ownDn，dual-career 
Inarriages are becoming more com- 
Imon, and the question at the end of 
the day in many households is no 
longer “Whats for dinner tonight??” 
but “Who's cooking tonighty??” 

The latter question and other 
issues involved in a dual-career mar- 
Tiage Were the focus of a panel 
discussion Sponsored by the Asian 
Business League on March 28. Over 
80 people attended the panel dis- 
cusslon held at the Metropolitan 
Club in San Franclsco, 

OFFERED INSIGHTS 

The discussion，moderated by 
family and marriage counselorZeke 
Lerner，featured two dual-career 
couples. Bill Lee and Lucille Chang 
have been married for 25`years and 
have two grown children. Paul 
Busse and Marian Go have been 
Imarried for just fve years and have 
a ten-month-old daughter. 

The couples，one in their $0s 
and one thelr mid-30s，offered in- 
Sights on how they have handled or 
are DOwW dealing with the problems 
of amarriage in which both the wife 
and husband work. 

Each couple has a different ap- 
proach to the division of bouseworK

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and other day-to-day chores. Lee， 
who owns his own architectural 
frm，and Chang，who works for 
IJBM，elected a more Or less tradi- 
tional arrangement in the sense that 
Chang does all of the cooking and 
most of the housework. 

They inslist，however，that the 
arrangement came about not be- 
cause they believe in the traditional 
roles for husband and wife，bnut 
because they believe in being prac- 
tical. 

Lee says he does not know how 
to cook, so Chang takes care of all 
the cooking. Chang contends she ls 
not Very good at correspondence, SO 
Lee is the one who writes letters 
and keeps in touch with friends and 
family. 

As for the housework, thelir pol- 
lcy jls that whoever wants to clean 
Up does the work，and it usually 
turns ouUt that Chang declides to 
clean first. 

Husband Lee believes that try- 
ing to do the Work equally well will 
only lead to arguments. His philos- 
ophy is that instead of focusing on 
who is doing what，each person 
Should simply consider zwjo is in- 
volved and what that person ls able 
to do, enjoys doing, or ls willing to 
do.

Imarketing executives for Hibernia 
Bank，took the opposite appProach 
early in thelr marrliage. 

When they married in their late 
20s$，each was already set ln 3a cer- 
taln lifestyle. Thus they Preferred 
a more Structured arrangement in 
which cookiag and housework were 
divided equally. 

For the first two years of their 
marriage，Busse and Go developed 
an“A”and“B2”list of things to do 
and switched the lists every Week. 
The system worked extremely well 
when they used it, but now with the 


additional demands from their in- 


fant daughter the couple admitted 
that they ware constantly experi- 
Imenting with new arrangements. 

Successful time management， 
especlally importantin a dual-career 
marriage，sSeemed to present a 
greater challenge for the younger 
couple than for the older one. 

“Time seems to be at the base of 
every jlittle problem- we've had，” 
confessed husband Busse. Go also 
feels the time pressure and says that 
to get more time in her day, she has 
been cutting down on her sleep. 
She says that with practice，she is 
now able to getby on only fiveto SiX 
hours of sleep a night. 

Buying their way out of the time 
crunch is possible now that they are 
able to afford it, the young wife and 
mother adds. For example, to save 
time on cooking，Busse and Go 
often eat ouUt. TIo avoid the hassles of 
taking public transit，Go drives in 
to work from Mill Valley despite 
the steep parking fees in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Even with careful scheduling， 
Busse and Go find that there are 
still not enough hours in a day for 
all that they have to do. They con- 
cede that they sometimes view get- 
ting together with in-laws as yet 
another obligation competing for 
thelir personal time. 

Lee and Chang，however，VviewW 
such family gatherings differently. 
Lee points out that for them，a 
marriage is not just the joining of 
two individuals, but is a linking of 
whole families. Consequently，the 
time they spend together is fre- 


quently time shared with other- 


People，such as at get-togethers

with family members Spanning 
three generations. 

Wife. Chang asserted that in 
families where only one spouse is 
working, thehusband and wife may 
have just as little time to spend with 
each other as would a dual-career 
couple. 

Whereas a wife who does not 
work may feel resentful if the hus- 
band comes home late every nlght， 
a Wife who also works may be more 
understanding because she relizes 
What it takes to have a careet ob- 
SerVes Chang. 

She concluded that not having 
enough time together is not limited 
to a dual-career situation，but pre- 
sents 3a Problem even where only 
one Spouse Works，as long as that 
Person is very serious about whathe 
or she is doing. 

The demands and responsibili- 
ties involved in ralising children also 
pose a special challenge for the dual- 
career couple. For Go and Busse， 
Seeing to the daily needs of an 
infant daughter has been a definite 
drain on time， 

Go says that before they had the 
baby, they were able to spend time 
together and“enforce the _ couple 
entity.” Now that the baby' ls 
around，the bank executive finds 
that it is literally Impossible to 
spend time With her husband or by 
herself. 

Go admltted she is still trying to 
resolve the conflicts of wanting to 
be a good wife and mother while 
Pursung a demanding career， She 
realizes that her attempts to juggle a

career and a family and her time 
management problems stem from 
the fact that she has not established 
her priorities. 

Although the young woman 
knows that her family is probably 
more important to her than her 
career she adds that“realizing that 
js one thing, but believing it every 
minute is another” 

Nevertheless，she is currently 
giving some thought to 3a career 
change in order to have more time 
for her daughter - even if it means 
she would earn less money 

While Chang concedes that rais- 
ing her two now-grown Sons Was 
demanding and not always fun, she 
Says that she tried to look at raising 
children not as a chore;,but as a joy. 
Now that her sons are older she 
Imisses taking careof themy, says the 
IBM employee. 

Chang added that she. also had 
made some sacrifices to accormmo- 
date her children. For exainple， 
When her Sons were younger she 
turned dowm' assignments that re- 
quired extensive traveling. She now 
believes that 8giving Up those as- 
signments then has limited her op- 
portunities for careeradvancement.

Retirees receiving pensions Or an- 
nuities Should carefully revlew the 
tax Status of that income in order to 
declde whether to Permit tax with- 
holding on these payments，the In- 
ternal Revenue Servlce Sald: 

Federal income tax ls nOW gener- 
ally withheld from Pension and an- 
nuity payments. However, this with- 
holding ls not compulsory; any 
Person can apply for exemption. The 
payer of the pension or annuity pay- 
ments will tell the retiree how to file 
for the exemption， 

To determine whether to have tax 
withheld， taxpayers Should review 
the rules that cover pensions and 
annuities. A_ pension to which an 
employee contributed nothing dur- 
inghis orher employment, for exam- 
ple,is fully taxable in much the same 
way Salaries and wages are during 
working years.

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Avolding Most Common 
Errors on IRS Form 1040 


Each year、there are Somewhat 
Predictable trouble spots on federal 
Income tax forms,， according to the 
Internal Revenue Service，areasS 
Where large numbers of taxpayers 
make incorrect entries and thereby 
Slow the piocessing of their tax 
forms. 


These trouble spots fall into two 


broad categories: items that recur 


each year but require 3 certain 
amount of care and attention to de- 
tail, such as being carefujl to select the 
Correct fgure from the tax tables; 
and changes to the form resulting 
from changes in tax laws one year to 
the next，such as the addition of a 
newlinetoaform ormovement of an 


existing line to a new position on the 


form. 


Not surprisingly， the largest per- 
centage of errors are made on Form 
1040, the so-called long 1orm. To 
assist filers of this form，IRS has 
compiled the following list of prob- 
lem areas to double-check: 


1. Medical Deductions. Actually 
this item is not entered on Form 
1040,buton arequired schedule. 
Probably because Schedule A 
Was redesigned last year，this 
item lead the list of last years 
most common errors. Due to 
changes to the rules on medical 
deductions，IRS expects prob- 
lems again this year. Be sure to 
check the mew 1limitation on 

-medical expenses. 


2.Figure from Tax Table. Because 
of the number of pages and fg- 
Ures involved, this item is always 
high on the list of most common 
errOrS. Double-check the figure 
from the tax table for your fling 
status and enter on line 38. 
Check the box for Tax 7aple. 


3. Unemployment compensation.

7. EIC Error or Not Qualiftied. In 


Two-Earner Couples Can Avoid

when they file their annual tax Te- 
turns， unless they have paid addi- 
tional taxes during the year, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service SayS.

There are Several alternatives for a 
Working couple to avold a large tax 
bil at.flhng time，according to the 
IRS.

While most employers are willing 
to honor the wishes of employees by

they areunderno obligation to do so, 
If an employer refuses to withhold 
additional tax, the best choice then 
may be to pay estimated tax, the IRS 
explains.

Two-Earner 
Tax Deduction 
Doubled for 1984 


Married couples who work are due 
for more tax relief, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service Sald. 


The Economic Recovery Act of 
1981 provided a deduction for two- 
earner married couples of up to 
3$3.000 in 1983, double the maximum 
amount allowed last year，further 
reducing the So-called Marriage Tax 
Penmalt 


For 1983， the IRS said，working 
couples will be able to subtract ten 
percent of the lower paid Spouse s 
earnings (mirius certain deductions)， 
to a top exclusion of 33,000. 


The IRS feminded taxpayers that 
they may take this exclusion on el- 
therFEorm 1040A or Form 1040. It isS 
not necessary to itemlze deductions 
to take advantage of this benefit. 口

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To itemize or Not 一 
That Is the Question 


WhiletheIRSencourages as many 
taxpayers as possible to use the Sim- 
Pler 1040A and 1040EZ forms, there 
will bemillions of taxpayers who will 
fnd it to their advantage to litemilze 
deductions on the 1040 form. 

Generally，you will benefit from 
itemizing deductions if.you paid in- 
terest and taxes on a home you Own， 
had unusually largeuninsured medi- 
cal and dental expenses during the 
year,， made large contributions to 
qualified charitable organlzations, OF 
had major uninsured casualty losses: 
What this means is that you will 
Probably have itemized deductions 
totalling more than the zero bracket 
amount appropriate to your fling 
Status. 


Taxpayers who itemize deductions 
reduce their adjusted gross income 
by their excess ltemlzed deductions， 
Excess itemized deductions are the 
amount by which total itemized de- 
ductions exceed the zero bracket 
amount. For example，a married 
couple fling jointly，with itemized 
deductions of $5$,$00, would subtract 
their zero bracket amount of $3,400 
from the $3,$00 in order to deter- 
mine thelir excess itemized deduc- 
tions of $2,100. 


Although adjusted gross incomeils . 


reduced by onjy the excess itemlzed 
deductions,，all deductions are al- 
lowed. This is _ because the zero 
bracketamount is incorporated into 
the tax tables and the'tax rate sched- 
-ules. 

Itemlzed deductions are non- 

business deductions. If you ltemize 


your deductions, you must fle Form 
1040 and fll in Schedule A (Form 
1040). Schedule A provides space for 
listing deductible medical and dental 
expenses，charitable contributions， 
taxes, initerest paid, casualty or thefft 
losses, and miscellaneous items such 
as union dues. 

If you itemijze, you should keep a 
record of your deductible items, in- 
cluding cancelled checks and re- 
ceipts. This will verify your expenses 
should the Internal Revenue Service 
examine yOUr return. It will also help 
you determine whether YOUT item- 
lzed deductions are greater than YOUT 
Zero bracket amount. 

Taxpayers Who itemize can take 
advantage of many deductible ex- 
penses，Here's a brief explanation 
fromtheIRSof sometypes of deduc- 
tions available: 


Charitabie Contributions 


Generally, you may deduct contri- 
butions you paid to any qualified 
organization established and oper- 
ated exclusively for charitable, reli- 
可 ous, educational, scientific, OF liter- 
arypurposes, orfortheprevention of 
cruelty to children or animals; to 
certain Organizations that foster na- 
tional or international amateurT 
Sports competition; to fraternal of- 
ganizations if the contributions are 
used for charitable purposes; to Vet- 
erans”organizations; OF to goOvern- 
mental agencies that will use the gifts 
exclusively for public Purposes. 


This means that you may deduct 


your contributions to most religious

Bearin mind that a contribution is 
only a contribution at the time of its 
delvery. Pledges are not contribu- 
tions until you make payment. Also，, 
ifta contribution results in apersonal 
benefit all or part of it may not be 
deductible. For example, 让 you buy 
a 3950 ticket for achurch benefit and 
receive a meal at the function worth 
$15, you can only claim $35 as a 
charitable contribution. 


Medical Expenses 


You may deduct the medical'ex- 
Penses you paid_ during 1983 to the 
extent that they exceed five Percent 
of youradjusted gross income. 卫 you 
were ITeimbursed by insurance OFT 
otherwise, that amount must be sub- 
tracted from your medical expenses. 

Payments for the diagnosis，cure， 
Prevention，oOr treatment of a phys- 
ical or mental jllness are deductible 
as are payments for the Purpose of 
affecting any Structure or functionm of 
the body. 

In general, deductible medical ex- 
penses include your payments to 
doctors, dentists, PSychiatrists，etc.; 
payments to _ hospitals for service， 
laboratory fees, X-Tays, etc., and pay- 
ments for eyeglasses, -hearing aids 
and parts, dentures，crutches，etc. 

What are not allowed are things 
Such as a trip taken to“get away 
from it all,”even if advised by a 
doctor, health club dues, maternity 
clothes, or diaper Service. 

ERxpenses for transportation that 
are essenitial to medical care 一 Such 
as getting to and from a doctors 
0 鱼 ce 一 may be included im medical 
expenses. These include taxi，bus， 
train，OT plane fares.

Beginning in 1983 the separate 
deduction for half of medical insur- 
ance is eliminated.

OAKLAND =- The Oakland 
Museum，which Specializes in Cali- 
fornia history，recently celebrated 
the opening of two exhibits relating 
to the lives of Chinese Americans in 
Oakland and in America. 

TIhe two shows are “Chinese of 
America;，1785$-1980”and“Tradi- 
tional Chinese Medicine2 They are 
on View from now through May 
27 and May 4; respectively, at the 
Storefront Museum，Downtown 
Center of the Oakland Museum. 

” RELICS * 

The“Chinese of America”dis- 
play includes several informational 
panels and relics of over 200 years 
of Chinese Presence in the United 
States, and especially Oakland， 

The Traditional Chinese Medi- 
cine exhibitincludes 11 display cases 
contalining herbs, paraphernalia and 
educational captions. 

-Captions on a map of Oakland 
from 1893 show that the Chinese at 
the time lived in an integrated city. 
There was a Chinese temple at First 
and Harrison，shrimp camps at 
Fourth and Clay, and other features 
throughout the rest of the ciy. 

The Pacific Jute Manufacturer 
in 1876 had 400 Chinese on ts 
payroll. In 1890，though，it fired 
800 Chinese workers during the 
economalc depresslon，the captions 
read . 

ARREST BOOK 

Another relic on display was the 
Oakland Police Arrest Book of 1877. 
History has not changed with time， 
even though over 100 years have 
elapsed _ since the last entry Was 
made. 

For example, like the Vietnam-

His cured patients，wWho were 
mostly Caucasians, gave the author- 
ities a_ different View of the her- 
balist, however. 

They each took turns to testify， 
and though the specifics of. the 
stories Were different，there Was a 
common theme:“Iwas Hl and went 
to see a Western doctor for a cure as 
TIusually do, but without any result. 


“My friend told me of Fong 
Wan. After having seen Fong Wan， 
and drinking a few=brews of his 
Prescribed herbs，JEwas back to 
normal， said the patients. 

In one of the traditional medi- 
cine display-cases，red seeds Were 
Visible among the other 2$ herbs in 
the exhibit， The _ particular herb， 
zjpi21，Used to be grown by most 
Chinese families. The leaves of the 
Plant，8goxzj1i，are Used to Imake 
Soup, and can be bought in shops. 

STRENGTHEN KIDNEY 

According to the caption which 
asslstant cuUrator Judith Sutcliff 
WwWrote for the seed, theherb is used 
“to Strengthen the kidney, nourish 
the liver and to aid in clearing the 
Vision” 

(Under the precepts of tradi- 
tional Chinese medicine，the“kid- 
ney” represents both .the Urinary 
and the reproductive Systems. 
Thus,“strengthening the kidney?” 
usually can be interpreted as mak- 
ing one more Virile.) 

The exhibit also contains a tiny 
scale for weighing small amounts 
of herbs and a made-to-ftt wooden 
case. Traveling Chinese herbajists 
Who went to isolated Chinese settle- 
ments which were Unable to sup- 
port a full-time herbalist used the 
apparatus to make their medicinal 
brews， 

The curators also found space to 
include a small statue of Wah To， 
whosis considered the father of Chi- 
nese medicine. 

The Storefront Museum is lo- 
cated on Ninth Street，between 
Washington and Broadway, in Oak- 
land. Hours are 11 am to 4 pm
